This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

I. Species of extracting brightness values as reference for discriminating color 
pixels; (claims 1, 52, and 56); 

II. Species of determining a color block by determining a ratio of the number 
color pixels and that of whole pixels in the block exceeds a threshold; and determining 
the feature of specified color in the block (claims 4,8,10,11,13,16,19, 20, 24) 

III. Species of determining a color image by excluding or correcting a block in a 
certain portion of the image (claims 31 and 34) 

IV. Species of extracting saturation data to determining the color pixels:
